Chairman George confident 
Senate Committee Will 
Make Increase

WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
9— W hile 
taking exception to some treasury 
suggestions for 
adding 
approxi­ 
mately $1,000,000,000 to the house- 
approved tax bill. C hairm an George 
(D-Ga i predicted today the senate 
finance committee would m ake a 
substantial increase in the $3,206,- 
200.00 measure. 
Although the figure approved by 
the house is the highest in his­ 
tory. George said th a t “we should 
raise at least 
$3,500,000,000, 
and 
as much more as we can justify 
without 
too great a ja r to the 
economic system.’' 
The Georgia senator told report­ 
ers the treasury proposal to 
in ­ 
crease the starting rate for su r­ 
taxes on individual incomes from 
5 to ll per cent would provide “an 
exceedingly high tax ” and added: 
“While the com m ittee may be 
willing to go in the direction of 
increased surtaxes, it is question­ 
able that it would go to a s ta rt­ 
ing rate of ll per cent." 
George indicated, too, th a t the 
committee would reject Secretary 
of the Treasury M orgenthau's pro­ 
posal for a modified requirem ent 
that husbands and wives file joint 
income 
tax 
returns, 
when 
both 
earn income outside the home. The 
house struck out a Joint return 
clause from the bill. 
Several 
finance 
commiteemen, 
including Democratic Leader B ark­ 
ley, argued 
against 
m andatory 
joint returns at a hearing yester­ 
day. 
M orgenthau, however, con­ 
tended such a provision was desir­ 
able to prevent persons w ith large 
incomes 
from 
m aking • property 
transfers between 
husband 
and 
wife, thus dividing 
incomes and 
qualifying for lower surtax brack­ 
ets. 
As an alternative, George sug­ 
gested th a t all husbands and wives 
divide equally any income 
they 
might have and file separate re­ 
turns—a system now followed in 
nine 
states 
having 
community 
property laws.

Democratic Leaders Aban­

< the pending house bill to remove 
the present one-year tim e lim it for 
service of selectees, national guards­ 
men and reservists. 
C hairm an May <D., Ky.) insisted, 
however, the house m ilitary com ­ 
m ittee would stand by its unlim ited 
service version of the controversial 
legislation—and Republican oppon­ 
ents declared they would not com­ 
promise either.

May Produce Faster Beans 
Plans are being made for a pos­ 
sible large-scale production cf cas­ 
tor beans for castor oil. Farmers in 
eleven countries in the black-land 
area north and south of 
Dallas, 
Texas, have been asked to produce 
1.500,000 pounds of beans. Tile beans 
would be stolid and held for seed 
in the event supplies were cut off 
from Brazil and other South Amer­ 
ican countries.

seed wxnild be sufficient to pro­ 
duce 5,000,000 to 80,090.000 mounds 
of oil, depending on seasonal con­ 
ditions. Dehydrated castor oil new I* 
used chiefly as a drying oil by the 
paint industry.

Efforts have been made in recent 
years to produce tung oil in gulf 
coast states in this country. Offi­ 
cials said, however, that th® do­ 
mestic industry is not yet produc­ 
ing enough oil to be an important 
factor. Many new tung trees were 
planted this spring. They are ex­ 
pected to start producing in about 
five years.
